CONFESSES KILLING 
BUNKIE YEARS AGO 


Says Crime Was Near Manila 


San Francisco.—Confessing that he 
had killed his tentmate near Manila | 
over twelve years ago, and that he | 
wished now to surrender and atone 
for his crime, W. A. Ojeda, an ex- 


soldier, gave himself up to the police | 
December 30 and was booked at the | 
City Prison, to be held for the mil- | 
itary authorities. 

Ojeda says the man he killed was 
George D. Miller, who enlisted in the 
Army from Omaha under the name of 
George Moore, and that the crime oc- 
curred in the camp about four miles | 
out of Manila during the night of 
June 27, 1903. 

“We enlisted together here, and} 
were sent to the islands with the 
Eighteenth Battery, field) artillery,” 
Ojeda told Captain of Detectives Shea. 
“For reasons which 1] cannot explain 
I was always afraid of Miller, and 
was finally driven to killing him out | 
of a feeling of self-protection. I shot | 
him as he lay asleep in our tent} 
one night. I used his revolver, so 
that it would appear to be a case of 
suicide. That is how the authorities | 
viewed it. | 

“I have never had any luck since| 
then, and though I have married since} 
then and raised three children, every- 
thing bas gone wrong. I want to 
square myself on this thing and then 
start over again.” 

Ojeda says his family is now at 
Cedar Hill, Tex. He claims to have 
been raised at Hollister, Cal.

Schmidt was convicted on the 
specific charge of having murdered 
Charles Hagerty, one of the twenty 
victims of the Times explosion. The 
jury was out forty-six minutes. 

The jury fixed Schmidt’s punish- 
ment at imprisonment for life, the 
saine penalty that was imposed on 
James B. McNamara, after the latter 
had confessed in court, four years 
| ago, that he placed the bomb which 
blew up the newspaper plant. 

David Kaplan, another alleged ac 
complice of McNamara, who was ar- 
rested last February near Seattle, 
shortly after Schmidt had been taken 
into custody im New York, is in jail 
awaiting trial, also on the charge of 
having murdered Hagerty. 

Schmidt heard the verdict without 
show of emotion. His sister, Miss 
Katherine Schmidt of Chicago, who 
had been weeping most of the day, 
While attorneys argued for the life 
of her brother, also received the 
judgment of the jury with calmness. 

Nathan Coghlan, Schmidt’s. chief 
counsel, said if the motion for new 
trial was denied the case would be 
earried to the highest courts.
